Saturday Noon, Dec. 26, 1914. 


With the week shortened by the holi- 
day and the end of the year in sight, 
demand for paint materials fell off ac- 
cordingly, and there was nothing of 
importance in the local market during 
the week. ‘Some jobbing sales wére 
put through in the early part of the 
week, but call for spot goods was very 
quiet as a rule, Contracts for next 
year have caused some interest among 
buyers, but trading in futures was not 
a feature of the week. Prices are hold- 
ing fairly steady, with a more nominal 
level reported for some articles which 
soared to excessive heights when im- 
ports were first cut off. The lead pig- 
ments are at unchanged levels, and the 
same hold true of pig lead. Spelter and 
zine are firm, and this keeps zinc oxide 
on a steady basis. Among the dry 
color list are found some of the ma- 
terials which have improved their po- 
sition in recent weeks. Blues espe- 
cially were very high in price through 
the fall months, but are now easier 
owing to freer offerings, either of the 
finished colors or of the raw materials 
required in their manufacture. High 
ocean freights have strengthened 
values for chalk, and this is reflected 
in the market for whiting, as any con- 
tracts placed for delivery after the 
first of the year are said to have been 
made at prices higher than were quoted 
on contracts for this year. Linseed oil 
has been very firm, but trading has 
not been responsible for this condition, 
Seed values have steadily advanced, 
and naturally this has had an effect 
upon oil, though the advance in seed is 
out of proportion with the advance in 
oil. Varnish gums are quiet, but prices 
are at high levels. Glues are closing 
the year after a rather poor record. 
Total sales are said to show a falling 
off compared with those of last year, 
and even with the competition of for- 
eign glues partially removed domestic 
grades were not stirred to much ac- 
tivity. Turpentine was lower this week 
and this was in accord with conditions 
at primary points. <A review of the 
linseed oil and naval stores markets 
will be found on pages 21 and 23, re- 
spectively. On page 12 there is a com- 
plete report on the flaxseed situation. 
A report on alcohol will be found un- 
der the drug market. Comment on the 
important items in the paint trade fol- 
lows: 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 

PIG LEAD. 3; say that, outside 
of a very dull market, there is nothing 
to say about trading in pig lead dur- 
ing the week. Market prices have been 
held on an unchanged basis, and at 
New York the quotation is 3.80c. per 
pound. At St. Louis lead is said to be 
firm at 3.65c. per pound, though sales 
went through early in the week a lit- 
tle below that level. Stocks of lead 
in sellers’ hands are said to be com- 
paratively small, and while present 
trading is described as slow, there is 
a good movement against contracts, 
ard no accumulations are expected 
owing to the quiet position of the mar- 
ket. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—A seasonable market is report- 
ed for basic carbonate, which means 
that trading is rather quiet, as this is 
not a period when important Dusiness 
is expected. A quiet market, with 
steady prices, sums up the situation, 
according to local sellers. The ques- 
tion of prices, however, must be differ- 
entiated according to quantity and sell- 
er, and the steadiness of the market 
refers to the fact that none of the sell- 
ers have announced any change in 
their quotations during the interval. 
White lead in oil is quoted at 6%4c. per 
pound for large lots, and a graduated 
price scale governs the sale of smatier 
quantities. The distinction, according 
to seller, is based on reports that in 
certain quarters large lots are to be 
had under 6%c. per pound for large 
quantities, with correseponding in- 
creases for smaller amounts, English 
lead in oil is in moderate demand at 
11@12c. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE.) 

Manufacturers are reported to hold 
numerous contracts for delivery after 
the first of the year, and the indica- 
tions are that there will be a large 
movement to consumers next month, 
even though the present market is 
said to be quiet. Paint manufacturers 
are taking normal amounts, and there 
has been a good jobbing trade until 
very recently. Market prices are on a 
steady basis, with round lots quoted at 
4%c. per pound and smaller lots at 
5c. pér pound. Bids wil] be opened on 
January 12 for naval supplies, and will 
include 41,500 pounds basic sulphate 
for Boston, Philadelphia and Brooklyn, 
and 5,000 pounds basic sulphate for 
Mare Island. 

RED LPAD.—Bids on quantities of 
dry red lead for Eastern navy yards 
will be opened at Washington on Jan- 
uary 12. For Mare Island and Puget 
Sound bids call for 30,000 pounds. The 
local market for red lead was without

In the 
lecal market dry red lead is quoted at 
ac. per pound for large amounts by 
some sellers, but others say they will 
not shade 6c. per pound, Red lead in 
oil is quoted at 7%4c. per pound for 


large lots. 


LITHARGE.—New business is run- 
ning light, but the combined movement 
against old contracts and new orders 
is giving a normal appearance to the 
market and sellers report conditions 
as generally satisfactory. While com- 
petition has been rather keen among 
sellers, this has not been manifest in 
price cutting and the quotation of 5c. 
per pound for large lots is said to be 
well maintained and smaller lots are 
bringing premiums over that price. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Inquiry for 
orange mineral has been slow and con- 
sumers evidently are covered for near- 
by wants and are not in the market 
for fresh supplies. Market prices are 
based upon seller, with 74c. per pound 
the open figure of some manufacturers 
and 84c. per pound the minimum price 
of other producers. 

SPELTER.—A prominent member of 
the trade is quoted this week as say- 
ing that “Spelter is In the strongest 
possible position, and I look to see it 
gradually advanced in price to at least 
6c. per pound. Unless there is a very 
speedy settlement of the European war, 
even 6c. will look low.” The quota- 
tion for spelter at New York is 5.60@ 
5.70c. per pound. At St. Louis 5.45c. per 
pound is the quotation. Zinc ore is re- 
ported to be strong at $50@51 per ton. 

ZINCS.—Bids for naval supplies to be 
opened January 12 will include 130,000 
pounds white zine in oil for Mare Isl- 
and and Puget Sound, 46,000 pounds 
white zinc in oil for Boston, Brooklyn 
and Philadelphia; 50,000 pounds dry 
white zine for Brooklyn and Philadel- 
phia, 1,000 pounds dry white zine for 
Puget Sound, 100,000 pounds dry white 
zine oxide for Norfolk, and 7,000 pounds 
white zinc oxide for Puget Sound. The 
local market for zincs is normal as far 
as domestic grades are concerned and 
one report says that considering all 
conditions the markét has been com- 
paratively active for the past four 
months. Foreign grades are quiet and 
are affected by the difficulty in obtain- 
ing supplies from primary points. 
Prices for zines are firm owing to the 
position of spelter and zinc ore. Quo- 
tations for zines are:—American proc- 
ess, 53¢c.; French process, 7c. for red 
seal, 7¥%c. for green seal, and 8c. for 
white seal. 








DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

Contract deliveries are bringing nor- 
mal quantities of some blacks into con- 
sumers hands, and this is true espe- 
cially of carbon gas and lampblack. 
Various trades are taking blacks, but 
the volume of new business placed this 
week was said to be small as there was 
but little interest in futures and spot 
trading was slow. The paint trade is 
said to be operating very moderately 
in the market for blacks. No changes 
of consequence were reported during 
the interval and market prices are 
quoted at:—Bone, granulated, 24@5c.; 
ivory, 8@12c.; lampblack, 3%@7c.; car- 
bon gas, 4@6c.; mineral black, $18@25 
per ton. 

BLUES. 

There has been no outstanding feature 
to the market for prussian blue this 
week, but values are easier than they 
were a short time ago, and the fact 
that manufacturers are able to cover 
wants in respect to yellow prussiate of 
potash not only for prompt shipment 
but also for next year has had a good 
deal to do with opening up the market 
Prices are not down to a normal level, 
but are considerably below the figures 
quoted in the fall. Imported grades of 
prussian blue are in limited supply and 
are still largely nominal. Berlin blue 
and in fact the selections, which are of 
foreign origin, are unsettled, as im- 
ports are not yet on a normal basis. 
Soluble blue is said to be offered at

Eleven Months’ Output of Lead, 
Copper and Zinc. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 24, 1914. 
In preliminary figures just issued by 
the United States Geological Survey 


showing the mineral production in differ- 
ent States, according to the figures re- 
turned for the first eleven months of the 
present year and estimates for December 
figures, are included on lead, copper and 
zine output from the mines in New Mex- 
ico and Colorado. As to Wyoming, it ap- 
pears that only 17,000 pounds of copper 
were produced in that State during the 
year. 

In regard to the output of the New 
Mexico mines for eleven months and an 
estimate for December, the records of the 
Survey, as prepared by Charles W. Hen- 
derson, indicate a yield of 1,340,000 pounds 

lead, 65,600,000 pounds of copper, and 
18,300,000 pounds of zine in terms of spel- 
ter and zine in zime oxide. These figures 
show a gain of 9,300,000 pounds of copper, 
1,800,000 pounds of zinc and a decrease of 
2,600,000 pounds of lead in that district. 

As to the mine returns from the Colo- 
roda fields, there is a showing of a total 

f 75,550,000 pounds of lead, 6,677,000 pounds 

copper, and 96,000,000 of zinc (in terms 

pelter and zine in zine oxide). These 
figures represent a decrease of about 12,- 
00,000 pounds of lead, 550,000 pounds in 
copper and 23, 0 pounds in zinc. 

The figures regarding the returns from 
South Dakota show a nominal quantity 
of lead preduced in that State.

anything else, as sales were light. Most 
of the crushers are quoting very low 
figures on oil considering the level of the 
raw material, but this does not seem to 
have much influence in attracting trade. 
A few fair sized lots were taken, but 
considering th output the amount. of 
trade accomplished was unimportant, In- 
quiry was made for prt on oil to be 
shipped petween Janual and May prin- 
cipally It seems that most of the buy- 
ers hove engaged at least partial require- 
ments for January and February and are 
not inclined to over-estimate their needs 
for that period If they are compelled 
to come Into the market t y will do so 
ut at present prices they show no desire

ont Many of them would be willing 
to contract for oil to be shipped during 
the spring and summer months, but added 
to the present level is the carrying charge 
asked by all of the crushers for delivery 
after February 1 and this seems to be 
bothering them. There are some of them 
who still have the idea that they will be 

le to get into the market to better ad- 
vantaze because of the Argentine crop, 
but judging from the tone of Eastern ad- 
vices of late most of them have little 
hop that the Argentine situation will 
have real influence on the domestic situa- 
tion. A few of them are of the opinion 
that they missed their real opportunity 
o get in and are now only hoping for a 
reaction from present values to enable 
them to at least regain a partial advan- 


tare, 

There is very little to the jobbing trade. 
4 few orders were picked up from local 
jobbers during the week, but they were 
unimportant in size. Their trade is very 


moderate and without feature and no im- 
provement is expected in the near future. 

Most of the buyers are very prompt with 
their shipping directions on old and ma- 
turing contracts. All that is necessary 
is to notify the buyers shortly before the 


contract matures and shipping directions 
are received on time. This indicates a 
ready need for the oil already purchased 
and also that the market is in a healthy 
position. At no time this year have the 
buyers shown a tendency to contract 
freely for various reasons and the natural 
supposition is that they will be in the 
market steadily for a greater or lesser 
quantity of oil all through the season. At

future. Bids advanced Sc. during the 


week and asking prices a full dollar with 


the buyers seemingly more anxious to 
trade than the sellers. The last large lot 
traded in went at $32.50, and for fresh sup- 
plies the crushers have asked $33, with 
a tendency to limit offerings. Few of 
them are anxious to sell ahead when the 
market displays strong an undertone 
and naturally this interferes some with 
trade in deferred. There has been a big 
inquiry for cake to be shipped well into 
the spring, but far as known no deals 
have been made for shipment beyond Feb- 
ruary and few for that month. If buy- 
ers want to engage supplies for spring 
delivery they will very likely have to pay 
a good premium over spot values to get

them. Crushers prefer to wait for de- 
velopments rather than commit them- 
selves.

Perhaps the most important feature 
of the week in the linseed oil market 
was the fact that prices did not go 


up. Seed quotations showed a mate- 
rial advance over the previous week, 
and on this account it might have 
been expected that crushers yuld 
demand better prices for thelr il 
With Friday a holiday and most of 
the sellers closed on Saturday, trad- 
ing in oil was confined to the first 


four days of the week, and through 
that period 48c. was an open quota- 


tion for large lots, and in some cases 
small lots were reported to have 
changed hands at that price There 
were also rumors to the effect that 
one crusher offered carlots at 47c. in 
the earlier part of the week, but this 
does not appear to have been a gen- 
eral price at any time during the in- 
terval Demand for oil was very slow, 
even though several large buyers are 
said to require supplies for nearby 
needs. The cake market has been an 


important factor on oil values, as 
sales of the former have brought good 
returns to crushers in spite of the high 
ocean freights which are now in 
force. Oil in future positions was not 
sought for this week, and any values 
on shipments have been largely nom- 
inal. It is reported, however, that 
spot prices can be done through the 
first quarter of next year, and after 
that a monthly carrying charge of ce. 
per gallon is added. Foreign markets 
were firmer, and in nearly all of them 
values appreciated. 

Cash seed at Duluth ciosed at $1.59% 


on Friday f last week, ind last 
Thursday the closing price was $1.65 
At Winnipeg, in the same time, cash 
seed advanced 6 per bushel rhese 
figures prove that there has been no 
cessation in the upward movement of 
seed prices At times the December 
option has been on the same level as 
May, and this is pointed out as prool 
that a short interest exists in the 
former option Receipts of -seed have 
remained omparatively light, ana 


there has been a good call for offer- 
ings at nearly all times, and in con- 


sequence prices have been affected. 
Various reasons have been given for 
the strength shown by seed for the 


past three weeks, and it is doubtful 
with many whether it is due to nat- 
ural conditions which warrant a high- 
er market, or whether it is the result 
of a squeeze in December seed An- 
other point to which attention has 
been directed is the Buenos Aires mar- 
ket. On Friday of last week the Jan- 
uary option there opened at _ $1.03%4, 
while the opening price on Thursday 
of this week was 997%6c. Argentine 
seed is admitted to offer the strongest 
probability from which bearish influ- 
ences may come, and the steady de- 
cline in values there undoubtedly has 





been a check upon higher values for 
seed and oil in domestic markets. Re-

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Sellers of linseed cake for export 
state that while values are high in for- 
eign markets this is offset to some ex- 
tent by the abnormal freights paid for 
transporting cake from here to these 
consuming markets. Domestic demand 
in the East either for cake or meal is 
of minor importance, and the majority 
of production must find an outlet in 
European markets, hence values are 
dependent upon the position of foreign 
markets. Sales have been made here 
recently at varying prices, but the cur- 
rent market is around $35.50@36 per 
ton. Under ordinary ocean freights 
cake would be worth around $8 per ton 
more than at present, and sellers who 
made reservations for freight room 
some time ago are gétting more than 
the present market price, as freights 
have gone up lately.

transportation of oil by pipe lines or part- 
ly by pipe lines and partly by rail or by 
water are to be considered as common 
carriers, Which subjects them to the con- 
trol of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and requires that they must file their 
tariff rates of transportation and be sub- 
ject to Interstate Commerce Commission 
rules and regulations. 

It is pointed out, however, that th 
character of pipe lines as common car- 
riers and railroads as common Carriers 
practically stop at this point. In other 
words, an oil refining or producing com- 
pany, owning a pipe line and transporting 
oil for the public as well as for its own 
wells or refineries is not subject to the 
commodities clause of the _ Interst 
Commerce Act.

In view of the interest that is certain 
to be awakened in Congres whether at 
this session or the next, in the oleomar 


garine law and the efforts that will be 
made to change this measure, which up 
this time have not been successful, 


some comments by the commissioner on 
the operations of the law and the taxes 
collected thereunder will be of interest to 
the Repcrter’s trade The commissioner 
says 


During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1914 
there was reported produced 137,637,054 pounds 
of uncolored oleomargarine and 6,384,222 
pounds of the colored, making a total of 144 
021,276 pounds of both classes, as against 138, - 
707,426 pounds of uncolored and 6,520,436 
pounds of colored, a total of 145,227,862 pounds 
produced during the fiscal year 1913, being a 
decrease of 1,070,372 and 136,214 pounds, re- 
spectively, or a total net decrease of 1,206,586 
pounds in the production of the two classes 
during 1914. 

The withdrawals tax paid during 1904 
amounted to. 127,747,982 pounds at the rate of 
one-fourth cent per pound and 706 pounds 
at 10 cents, or a total of 141,! 88 pounds, 
@s compared with 138,242,848 pounds at one- 
fourth cent and 4,090,658 pounds at 10 cents, 
making a total of 142,333,506 pounds tax paid 
at both rates during the fiscal year 1913, being 
a decrease of 494,866 pounds at one-fourth cent 
and 258,952 pounds at 10 cents, a total de- 
crease of 753,818 pounds tax paid at both rates 
during 1914. 

The decrease in the withdrawals tax paid 
is due to some extent to the fact that there 
was withdrawn free of tax for use of the gov- 
ernment as supplies, under provisions of sec- 
tion 3464 Revised Statutes, 100,200 pounds of 
uncolored and 469,340 pounds of colored, or a 
total of 569,540 pounds of both classes. A 
decrease of 37,182 pounds of uncolored and 
206,811 pounds of colored is shown in the 
withdrawals free of tax for export during 1914, 
@s compared with the previous year. 

The collections from all oleomargarine sources 
during the fiscal year 1914 were $1,325,219.13, 
as compared with $1,259,987.67 for 1913, an 
increase of $65,231.46. Of these collections for 
1914 $21,260 was from special taxes as man 
ufacturers; $13,200 from wholesale dealers in 
the artificially colored product; $180,192.10 from 
wholesale dealers in the uncolored and §$35,- 
146.50 from retail dealers in the colored prod- 
uct; $311,634.33 from retail dealers in uncol- 
ored, $419,874 from stamp tax at 10 cents per 
pound, and $343,912.16 stamp tax at one-fourth 
cent. 

A total of 2,704 violations of this law were 
reported during 1914, as against 1,745 for 
1913. Thess violations involved 2,327 persons— 
67 for violations as manufacturers, including 
the cases of Illicit manufacture through the 
addition of artificial coloration to the uncolored 
product, 89 wholesale dealers, and 2,171 retail 
dealers. 

A special force was detailed during 1914 to 
detect violations of this law in certain cities 
and investigate the product of factories placed 
on the market as free from artificial coloration 
under stamps at one-fourth cent, and a large 
number of violations were developed, including 
the discovery that the product of certain fac- 
tories tax paid at one-fourth cent was arti- 
ficially colored and taxable at 10 cents per 
pound, involving an amount represented by 
lect this additional tax due.

The crude situation has undergone no 
practical change during the week and 
a holiday spirit has characterized the 
market. The only definite developments 
concerning the crude. situation has 
been the record of November exports, 


which have shown a slight gain over 
those for October but falling below 
those for November of last year. De-

This signifies a loss of 22.60 per cent.

41.85 per cent. On the basis of exports 
for the seven months of the current 
and previous years there was a decline 
of 40.25 per cent. in volume and of 37.97

In spite of the disposition which gen- 
erally marks this season, operations in 
the Eastern fields have been of more 
favorable significance, a gain in both 
completions and new production being 


noted, For the current week there 
were 113 completions, 2,080 barrels of 


new daily production and 51 dry holes, 
as against 104 completions, 1,482 barrels 
of new daily production and 58 dry 
holes for the former week. Pennsyl- 
vania, Southeastern Ohio, Kentucky 
and Northwestern Ohio shared in the 
increase in completions, while South- 
eastern Ohio, Kentucky, Northwestern 
Ohio and Illinois are credited with 
gains in new productions. Operations 
are generally well within defined terri- 
tory and the prospects for experimental 
drilling at this season are almost hope- 
less. Kanawha county, West Virginia, 
still holds the lead in the new produc- 
tion record in the high grade field. It 
is about the only section in the State 
that is capable of furnishing wells 
aboye the average capacity with any 
degree of regularity. 

One of the interesting features in 
Southeastern Ohio has been the keener 
interest in a new Clinton sand strike in 


Ashland county, which was estimated 
to be good for seventy-five to 100 bar- 
rels a day. Considerable activity is 


noted in gas operations near Cleveland 
and occasional Strikes of oil wells are 
calculated to encourage further test 
work. A late completion in the Butler 
field of Pennsylvania was reported 
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good for twenty-five barrels a day, 
which, with several other fair pro- 
ducers recently drilled in the field, has 
encouraged keener interest in the pros- 


pects of the field. 

The Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana have been devoid of 
new interest. Drilling in the Ohio end 
continued on the decline, but in the 
Indiana field gains were noted in both 
completions and new production, The 
Sullivan district has been the only 
source of new production for the week, 
ind the oil wells have averaged 56 
barrels per well, as against 39 bar- 
rels for the former week. While one 
less completion was reported in the 
Illinois field for the week, the new pro- 
duction scored a substantial gain over 
that of the former week, chiefly as 
the result of the good strikes in Law- 
rence county, One of the new wells 
came in at 600 barrels a day. There 
was more animation in McDonough 
county drilling, with a corresponding 
increase in new production. With any 
advance in the crude market, deep 


sand drilling, it is believed, would be 
stimulated in Lawrence county, with 
principal attention in Dennison town- 
ship near St. Francisville. 

In the Gulf Coast districts, much in- 
terest is manifested as to the contract 
basis for crude oil at the wells. So 
far there have been no contracts for 
next year upon which the crude mar- 


ket may be determined. But one pipe 
line company is said to be inclined to 
engage 1915 production, and 50 cents a 


barrel has been offered until May 1. 
Pipe line mysteries have been settled 
to an extent during the week. The 


principal event has been the closing of 


an arrangement whereby a leading 
Cushing producing interest will oper- 
ate with a branch of a powerful for- 
eign organization, on which basis 34,- 
000 barrels of Oklahoma production 
will be disposed of per day. An eight- 
inch pipe line about 525 miles in length 
will be built from Cushing to Baton 


touge, where a refinery, with a daily 
capacity of 30,000 barrels, will be built. 
In development work in the Gulf 
Coast fields for the week, the feature 
has been the bringing in of a well in 
the Humble district, starting at 2,000 
barrels a day. The FPodgerly field was 
the scene of a 1,500 barrel well. Sour 
Lake holds the lead in both comple- 
tions and new production. Of the 18 
wells brought in during the week 16 
were oil producers, with an _ initial 
daily total of 6,585 barrels.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW, 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Pittsburgh, Dec. 24, 1914. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and WNorth- 
western VUhio, Indiana and Illinois fields, for 
the week shows a gain in finished wells and 
production, while in dry holes and gas wells 
there was a small decline. The oil business at 


this time does not look any too bright, espe- 
cially under the low prices of crude. The oil 
trade is generally contident that better condi- 
tions will prevail early in the spring, and that 
by that period the larger part of the heavy 
stocks of crude on hand will be worked off to 
some extent, 

Alt a meeting of the Ohio Oil Company, at 
its headquarters at Findlay, Monday, the stock 
holders of the company ratified the sale of the 
pipe line system of the company to the Illinois 
Pipe Line Company, a new concern just or 
ganized in Ohio with a capital of $20,000,000, 
this pipe line and gathering field lines are 
located in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsy| 
vania, with the numerous pump stations, tanks 
and other equipments needed in the pipe line 
business The recent decision of the United 


States Supreme Court made the Ohio Oil Com- 


pany dispose of its pipe line as long as the 
company was in the producing end. The Ohio 
Oil Company is one of the largest oil produc- 
ing companies in this country. The last bal- 
ance sheet of the Ohio Oil Company showed 
that the pipe line and equipment were valued 


at $12,445,067, and with the difference between 
that figure and the capital stock of the Illinois 
Pipe Line Company will give it some capital 
to work on. Holders of Ohio Oil Company, 
according to reports, received one share of pipe 
line stock for every three shares owned of Ohio 
Vil Company stock. The par value of the 
Ohio Oj] Company's stock is $25 per share and 
has been listed at $186 per share, and many 
shares were sold on Saturday and during the 
latter part of last week. The stock of the 
Illinois Pipe Line Company is $100 a share. 
The officers will be chosen of the pipe line 
later on. The Ohio Oil Company has extensive 
and valuable holdings in the Wyoming fields 
that will be worked at the coming spring. 
This company has already made some big oil 
strikes near the Owl Creek Mountains and in 
the Big Basin, east of Cody. The company 
also controls thousands of producing wells in 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois.

county presents nothing out of the ordinary,

The Sardis district is one of the most prom- 
ising in the State, but the wells are not large 
and the lease owners feel as though they could 
work along gradually and do what work they 
were compelled to and await a time of better 
prices for the crude oil. In Lewis county the 
work ig being done by the large gas companies, 
and the same applies to Marion and Monongalia 
counties. In Kanawha county an occasionally 
good well is found in the old Blue Creek field, 
and usually a few new wells are started on 
the strength of the strike. The most remark- 
able of the late finds was in this county, when 
the South Penn Company drilled the monster 
gas well on the Newhouse tract on Poca River. 
The well was estimated at close to 20,000,000 
cubic feet a day. ? 

In the shallow sand territory which covers 
portions of Wirt, Wood, Ritchie, Doddridge 
and Pleasants counties, where operations are 
not so costly as in the deeper sands, there is 
considerable new work starting, this will 
be the case as long as the price of oil remains 
at a low figure. For the past couple of years 
operators have tried in vain to open up a 
paying field closer to the Kentucky State line 
in Wayne, Clay and other counties. A small 
well has at last been struck in the Wayne 
county field, or known as the Butler district, 
in the Big Sandy River country, that may be 
the forerunner of a new pool. 

Some new work is under way in Wetzel, 
Doddridge and Tyler counties, but not very 
many wells are drilling in either of the three 
counties. 

In Harrison county, Union district, the’ Phila- 
delphia Company’s No. 6 W. B. Maxwell 
tract, on West Fork River, pumped 20 barrels, 
and the Reese Oil and Gas Company’s test on 
the J. E. Highland tract, on the same stream, 
pumped 15 barrels. In the Simpson district 
the Hope Natural Gas Company drilled a good 
gas well in a test on the L. E. Stout tract, 
on Barnett’s Run. 

In Kanawha county, Elk district, the Ohio 
Fuel and Oil Company’s No. 1, Samuel Mullen 
tract, on Blue Creek, pumped 70 barrels. The 
Ohio Fuel Oil Company’s No. 1, Sennett Mullen 
tract, om the same stream, produced 75 bar-

rels, and No, 4, G. W. Belcher tract, pumped 
20 barrels. 

In Doddridge county, Central district, the 
Hope Gas Company's No. 1, E. Doak tract, on 
Arnold’s Creek, pumped 10 barrels.

Southeastern Ohio Fields, 

In the petroleum fields of Southeastern and 
Central Ohio, there is a large amount of de- 
velopment work going on, especially in the 
field in the northern part of the State along 
Lake Erie in the corporate limits of Cleve- 
land. From a dozen up to fifteen wells are 


being drilled in weekly in the Cleveland field, 
and there are over 100 strings of drilling tools 
at work. Work is spreading out from the 
Cleveland gas pool, and results that are weil 
worth the expenditure are being received in 
the way of good gas wells More than sixty 
wells have been finished during the past four 
weeks, and some of the wells produce as high 
as 7,500,000 cubic feet of natural gas in twenty 


four hours Another small oil well has been 
added to the Cleveland field which was drilled 
by Dr. Torrence on Lorain avenue near West 
Thirty-eighth street, and nearly two miles east 
of the West Park field, closer in to the heart 
of Cleveland This well may make a 5-barrel 
pumper, but is so located that the oil will be 


hard to handle, and for that reason the owners 
may not pump the oil at all. Quite a number 
of the gas wells that have been producing gas 
for the past few months are showing oil which 


must be blown off quite regularly, so as the 
gas can be produced to an advantage. The 
wildcat well of tht Freshwater Company, on 
the Norton tract, four miles west of the West 
Park pool, and along the Berea road, that 
caused no small amount of attention when 


drilled in a week or so ago, and heralded as a 
gusher, may make a well good for about ten 
barrels, if that good. The well is an important 
one, as it shows that oil is there in quantities 


if the drill goes after it. 

One of the most important of the late finds 
is the well in the southwestern section of Ash- 
land county right in between the gas fields 
of Ashland and Richland counties. This well 
is owned by the Midland Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, on the Sloner tract, west of Loudenville 
about five miles, and is reported as showing 


for about 75 barrels a day, and is a much bet- 


ter well than first thought to be, as it shows 
better from day to day and may open a new 
pool. 

In Washington county, Independence town- 


ship, Thornily & Davis struck a 70-barrel pro- 
ducer. in No. 3, Jane Alexander tract. 

In Hocking county, Starr township, the Pres. 
ton Oil Company’s No. 6, J. D. & M. Loomis 
tract, produced 40 barrels after given a shot,

TEXAS-LOUISIANA OIL FIELDS, 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Houston, Tex., Dec. 21, 1914. 
Producers in the Gulf Coast districts are 
interested now more in what the contract price 
of crude oil is going to be at the wells than 
in anything else. So far there are no reports 
of any companies, firms of individuais making 
any contracts for the ensuing year. The mar 
keting companies are not showing very much 
rivalry in securing contracts, So far as Te- 
ported only one company, the Gulf Pipe Line 
Company, is said to be making any effort to 
sign up production for 1915. This company 
has been writing some of the producers, offer- 
ing them 50c. a barrel until May 1. In pre- 
vious years the marketing companies have 
been anxious to close contracts with the pro-

Hydrocyanic Acid’s Value as Fumigant. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, 24, 1914. 

The use of hydrocyanic acid or prussic 
acid gas in the fumigation of ships is dis- 
cussed in a statement made by the of- 
ficials of the United States Public Health 
Service, and mention is also made of the 
treating of orange and other trees against 
insect pests by the use of these materials. 
In commenting upon these processes, the 
public health officials say: 


For many years sulphur dioxide, or the gas 
formed simply by burning sulphur, has been 
the main standby of the Federal Public Health 
Service in ship fumigation. Then in 1912 car- 
bon monoxide, or charcoal gas, was added. 
Finally, in the fall of 1914, the necessity of 
the wholesale fumigation of ships containing 
cargo compelled the Public Health Service to 
resort to hydrocyanic acid as a routine meas- 
ure. It was found that the old methods of 
using HCN were well adapted to the above- 
deck compartments of the ship, these being 
easily and quickly entered and left, and 
small enough size to be manageable by the old 
method of dropping bags of the solid potassium 
or sodium cyanide into stoneware jars of di- 
luted sulphuric acid. Below the decks, how- 
ever, this method was seen to be very dan- 
gerous) The holds are usually of large sice, 
and can as a rule be entered only from the 
top (the hatches). The HCN vapor is lighter 
than air, and consequently tends to accumu 
jate at the hatches. Consequently it is neces- 
sary for the fumigators to go below, remain 
a considerable time starting the numerous 
generators, and finally to escape through the 
hatches, where the gas has already approached 
the danger line of concentration. A slight 
delay or accident might easily render it impos- 
sible for one or more of the fumigators to es- 
cape. Consequently a new system had to be 
devised whereby the generators could be oper- 
ated from the deck, it being found possible, 
at the same time, to use much larger genera- 
tors and hence fewer in a given space. 

Using this system for holds, the acid prop 
erly diluted is put into an oil barrel, which is 
then swung into position at the lowest avail- 
able point in the hold by means of the ship's 
winches. A long rubber hose with a length of 
lead pipe at the bottom (in the acid) is then 
led from the deck at the hatch into the barrel, 
the hatch and all other openings into the hold 
being securely closed. The cyanide in strong 
solution is poured down the tube into the bar- 
rel. The gas is given off almost as fast as 
the cyanide solution can be poured in. The 
men are safe in the open air on deck and the

The Industry of the Coal Tar Dyes 


3y BERNHARD 
At the very beginning it should be 
pointed out that the world’s market in 
coal-tar dyes as it stands to-day com- 


prises, in round numbers, 900 distinct and 
different chemical which are 
made by the aid of 300 products of trans- 
formation, themselves not dyes, of ten 
products obtained or obtainable from coal 
tar by distillation, refrigeration, expres- 
sion or the like. Therefore, actually and 
in reality, the present coal-tar dye indus- 


substances 


try comprises no fewer than 1,200 different 
products and as many or more different 
processes of manufacture and requires 


many hundred different sets of apparatus 
of varying capacities and of differing 
kinds for many hundred different opera- 
tions. A manufacturing problem com- 


prising so many independent and yet in- 


terlaced units of manufactyre and pro- 
duction has, therefore, varied elements of 
complexity; to what extent this is true 


will appear later on. 
The Nature of Coal Tar. 


In the production of coal tar, suitable 
for use in the coal-tar dye industry, there 
is made on the average from 100 parts of 





coal:—72 parts coke, 6 parts tar (liquid and 
solid distillate), 22 parts gas. 

The gas and coke are not considered 
here; the distillate, amounting to 6 pel 


cent. of the weight of the coal, is the por- 
tion of these products with which we are 
here concerned. 


Chemists have ascertained the presence 
of 155 distinct chemical substances in this 
liquid and solid distillate or tar; these 
classify broadly, as follows:

In the 
year 1913 the total export value of Ger- 
many’s coal-tar industry, including dyes 
and products of chemical transformation

$55,264,522, distributed over thirty-three 
countries and shared in by twenty-two 
factories On June 30, 1912, twenty-one 
of these factories had a combined capi- 
talization of $36,700,000 and declared and 
paid dividends of $11,600,000, or 21.74 per 


cent. of the capitalization. 

Of the 5,369 active corporations in Ger- 
many on June 30, 1912, 1,004, or 18.69 per 
cent., are divided into nineteen groups of 
the chemical and allied industries. Ar- 
ranged in the order of their income-pro- 
ducing effects these nineteen groups are, 
in part, as follows:— 

The remainder range between 5 and 10 
per cent. except mining, which is at the 
foot of the list with 0.51 per cent. return. 

Therefore, any attempt to take away 
coal-tar dye business from Germany 
means attacking the best equipped and 
the most profitable of Germany’s indus- 
tries. 

Plant Vaiue.—The actual cost of con- 
Struction of the various plants. en- 
gaged in coal-tar dye manufacture cannot 
be determined with any accuracy. All 
sorts of estimates and guesses have been 
made ranging from $50,000,000 to $1,000,000, - 
000, With the majority in the neighborhood 
of $400,000,000. 

Annual Turnover.—The annual turnover 
cainot be determined exactly, but assum- 


ing that Germany consumes twice as 
much as the United States imports, we 
have a putative turnover of about $80,- 
(0,000, Or 2.1 times the capital stock. 


The supervision and control of making 
this $80,000,000 worth of product, requires 
at the utmost 1,000 works or factory chem- 
ists, il. e., On the average, one works or 
factory chemist for each $80,000 of annual 
output,

though allied manufacture. This amounts 


to an annual average of $61,405 for each 
dye all over the world outside of Ger- 
many. 


However, we must subtract $18,534,964 
from the $55,264,652 for the indigo, alizarin, 
anilin vil and various things, not dyes, 
to obtain the value of the 900 dyes, which 
is $36,729,588, or an average annual world’s 
sross, outside of Germany, of $40,811 for

These average figures, unfortunately, 


give no direct insight into the true en- 
hancement of crudes to intermediates, to 
finished dyes. While these crudes are as 
a rule of quite uniform percentage purity, 
yet the intermediates and the finished 
dyes are not; some of the intermediates 
contain only 60 per cent. of the theoretical 
of the corresponding crudes, some of the 
finished dyes, e. g., indigo, being in the 
form of ® per cent. pastes with water. 
This foregoing relationship is, therefore, 
directive only and not quantitative, i. e., 
it does not represent the actual enhance- 
ment per pound of crude or of absolute 
intermediate to absolute finished dye. A 
nearer approach to true enhancement of 
crudes to intermediates is made further 
on in the case of aniline, naphthol and 
naphthylamine. 


I-nhancement of Crudes to Inter- 
mediates, 


As a matter of mere calculation and 
making no allowance for losses, etc., 889 
pounds of naphthalene make 1,000 pounds 
of naphthol or of naphthylamine, and 839 
pounds benzol make 1,000 pounds of anilin 
oil, 

Based on the averages of the corre- 
sponding German figures of table III there 
is a margin of 10.40 cents per pound of 
naphthylamine or of naphthol over the 
naphthalene cost, to take up the cost of 
the nitric acid, sulfuric acid, iron, mu- 
riatic acid and caustic soda and other ex- 





penses, which amount is practically 7.6 
times the naphthalene item. For anilin 
oil there is a corresponding margin of 


6.15 cents per pound to take up the nitric 
acid, iron and muriatic costs and other 
expenses, which amount js only 2.7 times 
the benzol item. 

Enhancement in the anthracene series 
cannot be deduced from these figures.

While shipments of flax were made to 
this market’ on each day of the week 
none of it appeared on sale and is a 
consequence, there was really no market 
at Chicago The daily receipts posted 
here totaled 0) bushels for five days 
while during the previous week, as well 
as for the corresponding time last year, 
shipments to this point were 5,000 bushels 
in round numbers The figures referred 
to above as the total amount of seed re 
ceived at this point represented pur- 
chases made by local crushers in the 
markets of the Northwest of late There 
was nothing in general conditions sur 
rounding the flax situation at Chicago 
which forecast any change in the situa 
tion in so far as actual trading at this 
point is concerned. Crushers continue to 
show no inclination to enter the local 
market in search of seed, preferring to 
make their purchases at Northwestern 
points, where larger quantities are on 
hand to select from, and where more fa- 
vorable prices are generally obtainable. 
Owing to the inattention of crushers to 
any small quantities of seed that are of- 
fered in the local market from time to 
time, cash handlers are unwilling to so- 
licit shipments to this market Receivers 
of seed here are unwilling to expend 
money in bringing flax to this market 
with no demand in sight, and until con- 
ditions change decidedly they are likely 
to show the same attitude as regards 
offerings by them to local crushers o1 
those located at points tributary to this 


market. 





Conditions at Chicago were governed 
almost entirely by the situation in the 
Northwestern markets, has been the 
ease for a long time. Sentiment here 
changed according to the way prices 
moved in that section of the country, 


and values showed a steady upward

tendency during the greater part of the 
period under review local people inter- 
ested in the situation were inclined to be 
bullish on the entire situation.

Local crushers 
are likely to interest themselves in only 
a small way until such time as the poor

A 
few lots of spot goods, however, are 
still obtainable at $20. Most of the 
Norwegian refiners are quoting $20.50

Only a moderate business is now re- 
poted for this commodity, but with the 
turn of the year, greatly increased 
buying is looked for. 

FUSBEL OIL—As usual with the

It has been a holiday market prac- 
tically throughout the week.

ft was announced this week that a 
leading fertilizer company would defer 
the payment of dividends on its stock. 
This is important, because it reflects 
conditions within the trade, In this 
report it was stated that current busi- 
ness was good, and that business 
throughout the fall had been satis- 
factory. The question of collections on 
old accounts is the point emphasized 
and in explaining this an official of 
the company stated that above action 
was taken owing to the well-known 
conditions existing in the cotton ter- 
ritory of the South and the consequent 
unusually small payments in cash on 
the outstanding bills and accounts re- 
ceivable of this company, and _ the 
necessity for the company’s carrying 
a great deal of cotton as collateral for 
its accounts and bills receivable in- 
stead of having the same paid in cash 
as heretofore, and the desire of the 
company to conserve its cash resources 
in orfler to actively prosecute its bus- 
iness in the furnishing of fertilizers to 
its trade. 

Another feature of the week was the 
report that a Southern company had 
closed a contract for 100,000 tons of 
acid phosphate to be shipped to Eu- 
rope. This is said to be the first time 
in the history of the fertilizer busi- 
ness that acid phosphate has been 
shipped from the United States. 

Demand for materials during the 
week was quiet, and is expected to be 
so until after the first of the year. For 
reports of the Baltimore, Chic » and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to in- 
dex on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow: 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 


CYANAMID.—Manufacturers of cy- 
anamid report that there has been a 
better inquiry for this material in the 
past few weeks. Trading is not Leavy, 
but interest of the consumime trades 
has been more pronounced and _ the 
outlook is regarded with favor. A 
feature with respect to marketing cy- 
anamid is found in the fact that other 
trades outside fertilizer manufacturers 
are taking this material, and with the 
consuming outlet thus broadened, total 
consumption is expected to show ma- 
terial expansion. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
For some time consuming demand for 
these ammoniates has been quiet, and 
the market has been drifting along 
with no development of importance. 
Packers are said to be shipping stocks 
to their own fertilizer plants, but of- 
ferings are plentiful, and while prices 
are quoted as unchanged at $2.85 per 
100 pounds for dried blood, and $2.65 
and 19 tor high grade tankage, these 
figures are not regarded as very firm, 
and reports are heard that a firm offer 
would go through at concessions. <A 
report from abroad says that dried 
blood and tankage are slow sellers at 
London and Liverpool. 

SULPHATDB OF AMMONTIA.—Consid- 
erable quantities of English sulphate 
have been coming to this country, and 
this material is said to bave passed 
along to consumers on existing orders. 
There were no changes in the market 
during the interval, and quotations are 
kept at $2.55 per 100 pounds. Domestic 
sulphate is moving steadily on con- 
tracts, but sellers are reported to be 
offering stocks in the spot market. 
The fact that home production must 
be helped out almost entirely by im- 
ports from the United Kingdom has 
made the markets in the latter coun- 
try of considerable interest to the 
trade in this country. In this con- 
nection it is worthy to note that ship- 
ments of sulphate from the United 
Kingdom to ali parts, during Novem- 
ber, were not much smaller than in 
the corresponding month last year, 
though the United States took more 
than 6,000 tons less than in November 
last year. Japan, which is one of the 
largest consumers of English sulphate, 
also took less last November than in 
1913. From reports current in English 
markets, however, it is evident that a 
strong demand is exp ed from Japan 
in the coming year.

Co ns in the 
market have undergo: material 
change in the interval. This refers not 
only to domestic market but also to 
primary points. Ar nt report on con 
ditions in Germany ited that there 
Was a shortage ther of nearly 800,000 


tons as measured nsumption in 
the preceding yeat it stated that 
the shortage is felt owing to the fact 
that nitrate is in demand for making 
nitric acid, which is so important in 
the manufacture of explosives, One ef- 
fect of the curtailment of shipments to 
Germany is likely to be found in the 
increased production of sulphate of 
ammonia and other nitrogen bearing 
materials. Market prices for nitrate 
remain around $1,82% per 100 pounds on 
spot, with a slight premium asked for 
futures. The situation in United King- 
dom markets is touched upon in a Lon- 
don publication, which says that the 
quantity loading on November 1 for 
Europe was 88,000 tons, but only 54,650 
tons were dispatched from Chile 
against 223,060 tons in the same month 
last year. The production having been 
121,000 tons, a further addition has been 
made to the stocks on the West Coast, 
which on December 1 reached 1,100,000 
tons, compared with 615,000 tons at the 
orresponding date in 1915. Of course, 
the quantity of nitrate ‘on ‘passage” is 
much smaller than at this time last 
year; but there are about 100,000 tons 
“sheltering’’ in neutral ports all the 
way from Valparaiso to the Azores, be- 
sides 45,000 tons in German ships afraid 
to leave the Chilean nitrate ports. Un- 
fortunately, there is no market for the 
fertilizer, and the nominal character of 
quotations is therefore readily under- 
stood. While 5s. 10%d. per quintal, 
f.o. b., would be accepted for prompt 
shipment—or two shillings per quinta 
less than a twelvemonth ago—pro- 
ducers are asking a little more money 
for forward delivery; but in view of the 
enormous accumulation of stocks and 
the absence of buyers, the realization 
of their hopes seems somewhat prob- 
lematical. Unless the output is further 
curtailed and shipments are increased, 
the position in Chile, already so serious, 
will rapidly become calamitous, and 
involve many failures, as the govern- 
ment will not be able to continue the 
assistance so far given to impecunious 
producers. It is, in fact, the worst suf- 
ferer, having in the past four months 
received in export duties about £1,600,- 
000 less than in the corresponding pe- 
riod last year, apart from the heavy 
shrinkage in import, duties through the 
collapse of the nitrate industry. The 
situation in Europe, although less seri- 
ous on account of relatively small sup- 
plies, is altogether abnormal, the pros- 
pect for next spring in the principal 
consuming countries being a_ blank. 
There is no demand for the numerous 
cargoes available in the United King 
dom, and vaiues are nominal. 
PHOSPHATES 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The feature in 
the market for acid phosphate was the 
report that a prominent company in 
the trade had closed a contract for 100,- 
600 tons to be shipped to Europe. This 
is said to be the first time in the his- 
tory of the trade that business in acid 
phosphate was done with Europe. The 
possibility of an export trade would be 
a strong factor in the market, as an 
outlet would be afforded for the sur- 
plus stocks which frequently cause 
weakness in the market. Domestic 
buying of acid phosphate has_ been 
quiet, and with the exception of the 
foreign business no change is reported 
in the conditions of the market. In the 
local market prices are quoted at 45@ 
50e. per unit. In Southern points the 
market is still reported as easy and 
stocks are of fairly large proportions, 
with consuming demand not yet of an 
active nature.
